The 
published repmrt of the investigation 
looks well enongh in print, and having 
the marks of a paid advertifw*meut,

The committee may 
have fonud nothing to show that the gas 
diluted with air, bat that does not do 
away with the fact that the gas dis­ 
pensed by the company fails to do the 
work required by customers. 
Acfxjrdiug to the statement of mann- 
facturing potters and firemen who have 
used gas for many years, the pressur» * 
does not indicate the true <joautity of 
gas. Either the pressure is wrong, or 
the gas is of an inferiar qoality. The 
register invariably shows enough gas to 
fire the kilns, but the practical applica­ 
tion proves that it will not half do it. 
Where a Idln could easily be fired a 
short 
time ago, firemen 
now find 
they do not succeed in getting the 
required heat, yet the flame seems to be 
as large. The same condition has been 
found in private houses. A grate or 
stove gives ont a great noiw> as though 
the pressure was all that conld be asked, 
but the heat is not at all satisfactory. 
No one (» mplains abont the prossure ; in 
fact, those who have meters think ther« » 
entirely too much of it for the heat. 
The committee fonnd something alxrat 
the quantity of gas, but did not make 
known the rtTsalt of their inv» Tstigation 
as to quality. That is what the con­ 
sumers want to know. 
Changes are in progrtws at a number 
of potteries, and in a few days gas will 
be a thing of the past with them. 
The 
East Liverpool company will use ooal 
aft<nr Dec. 1. Their gas bills have l>een 
IDKMI a month, while it is said the othiT 
bnsiness of the gas company with the 
potteries has averagixl alwut $7 ,000 a 
mouth. 
The published report of the allegtni in 
veetigation is accepted for what it is 
worth, a paid 
advertisement. 
The 
members of the committee, knowing 
nothing of machinery, are not in posi 
tion to give an expert opinion. 
What 
the city wants is some exi>lanation of 
why a given (juautity of flame does not 
give out the same luiat that sjime flame 
would produce a year ago. 
Wind in an 
irresponsible newspaper is as worthleia 
as wind in a gas pipe. 
We don’t care anything about the 
details of their plant, nor yet about the 
nnmlier of miles and the size of pipe 
used between McCauslin’s mill and 
Liverpool; bnt we do want to know why 
we pay so much money for such little 
heat,’’ is the way one leading manu­ 
facturer put It.

No one complains uboat the pressure; in 
fact, those who have meters think there 
is entirely too much of it for the heat 
The committee foam! something about 
the quantity of gas. but did not make 
known the result of their investigation 
as to quality. That is what the con­ 
sumers want to know. 
Changes are in progress at a uumber 
of potteries, and in a few flays gas will 
be a thing of the past with them.

East Liverpool company will use coal 
after Dec. I. Their gas bills have l>een 
9600 a month, while it is said the other 
business of the gas company with the 
potteries has averaged about $7,000 a 
mouth.

“ We don’t care anything about the 
details of their plant, nor yet about the 
number of miles and the size of pipe 
used between McCauslin’s mill and 
Liverpool; but we do want to know why 
we pay so much money for such little 
heat,” is the way one leading manu­ 
facturer put it.

FLOTATION OF SPIDERS. 


An English W riter Discusses the Subject 
and Cites Nome Instances. 
Id od interesting communication to 
Knowledge on "tqiiders," the 
Rev. 
Samuel Barber dim-UNHc* at Homo length 
the phenomenon of the flotation line, 
and it* method of attachm ent, wiiieh is 
the foundation of the spider's web. 
Is 
it not evident, ask* the reverend gentle­ 
man, that air—and probably at a high 
tem perature—must be inclosed within 
the meshes of tho substance forming the 
line when it pusses from the spinnerets 
into the atmosphere? The creature with 
this HubNtauce lifts it iuto the air. 
It 
has been usual to explain the ascent by 
the kite 
principle—namely, the me­ 
chanical force of the contiguous atmos­ 
phere— but air niovemeutH, especially on 
a sm all scule, are ho capricious and un­ 
controllable that w ithout a directive 
force tho phenomena seem quite inex 
piicuble. 
In support of this theory of a direi 
propelling force Mr. Barber gives some 
of his own observations. 
W riting one 
day w ith two sheets of quarto before 
him , he saw a small spider on the pa 
per, and in order to test its power of 
passing through the air he held one of 
the sheets of paper about a (pot from 
th a t ou which the creature was run 
niug. It asceudod to the edge aud van 
ishud, but in a moment it lauded upon 
the other sheet through m idair in a hor 
izontal direction, and picked up the 
thread as it advauced. In this case there 
was no air movement to facilitate, nor 
any tim e to throw a line upward, which 
indeed would not have solved the diffi­ 
culty. On Another occasion, at a dinner 
party in Kent, four candles were lighted 
on the table, when a thread was seen to 
be strung from the tip of one of the 
lighted caudles aud attached to another 
about a yard off, and all the four light* 
were connected in this way, and that 
l>y a web draw n quite tig h t 
The only explanation which Mr. .Bar­ 
ber can suggest for this remarkable oc­ 
currence is th at the spinner was sus­ 
pended at first by a vertical line from 
above and thus swayed itself to and fro 
from tip to tip of the candles. 
It was 
certain the spider coaid not have as­ 
cended from tho table, and it was equal­ 
ly certain that aerial flotation of the 
line from a fixed point was impossible, 
as it involved floating in four opposite 
directions. The rapidity with which the 
in itial movements in forming a web are 
made cannot be reconciled w ith any 
theory of a simple atmospheric convec­ 
tion. aud propulsion appears the only 
explanation.

They began to poke fun at the 
vintages, and in the war of w it the 
play ere got the worst of i t 
Now, there was among the vintagers 
a fellow with an enormous ted nose, 
long and crooked like a powder horn, 
and he wits the verv drollest and w itti 
eat of the ti hole company. 
The players 
were so tickl**d with his w itty sayings 
all set off by his odd face and very 
queer ai*1 and manner, thut they almost 
went iuto hysterics w ith laughter. 
After they went away they began to 
think that this droll fellow would lie a 
great accession to tin lr company; so 
they w ent back and made offers to him. 
These he accepted, and such was the 
success of his efforts that the company 
acquired great fame and a great deal of 
money. 
Everybody went to see this 
w itty buffoon, and a1) were delighted. 
This example led to the establish­ 
ment of a droll or buffoon in all compa 
nies of comcdiana, and he wa* always 
called after the original one, whose 
name wa* Pucco d'Aniello.

One might think that his beetlike nose 
would have stood in the way of his find­ 
ing a woman willing to m any him, but 
his wit wus an offset to this.

played his part ill if he could not have 
rnude it cover his nose. 
Now that we have supposed Punch to 
have had a Wife, and ako supposed her 
name to have been Judy, w hat more 
natural than for tliiM amiable couple 
now aud then to have had u bit of a 
breeze? They lived a wa* tiering Ufa, 
and, like other people in their station, 
took a little liquor toruiee their spirits. 
After the effect wus over, f cling a lit­ 
tle peevish, they fell to culling each 
other hard names, and hard blows fol­ 
lowed; so this is their whole history
